They léave the business part. of 
town, with its pavements and 
go toward the sun-rising, later 
they find themselves pulling 
through mud with great effort 
to ascend a very steep hill just 
before laying eyes on the Pub- 
lishing House of the Great 
Church of God. 

Is that the Publishing House 
of the Church of God, that old 
weather beaten, plank building, 
with roof sagged and the sills 
and sleepers rotting out? Yes 
that is the place. Well I have 
heard of this place for many 
years, but are you not uneasy 
lest that old shack burns, and 
you lose your machinery, stock, 
etc.? Yes, the Council has sug- 
gested that the Executive Coun- 
cil should not risk this building 


any longer than it takes to find | 


another, one in a suitable place. 
This Councilfeelsthat they have 
found one that has far exceed- 
ed their expectation. This is a 
very large three story brick 
building with many rooms suit- 
able for offices, store rooms and 
dwellings.

There is 
a judgment that has to do with 
this particular time and may be 
dispensed somewhat in this 
particular form, but the form 
that we are discussing just now 
has to do expressly with this 
life and it is rendered in every 
act and in every deed in some 
form or other, and it is woven 
and interwoven, closely and 
firmly, with not only our own 
life but with every life with 
whom we come in contact and 
effects in any degree for either 
good or bad. 

Associated. and interwoven 
with the comparative phase of 
judgment that we have been 
discussing is theyremedial phase 
as well as that of reward, which 
we shall take up in the order 
named at the beginning of the 
article, but separate from and 
out beyond the period of this life 
is the punitive judgment. Judg- 
ment by reward, however, is not 
limited to the confines of this 
life alone for we shall all appear 
before the judgment seat of 
Christ that every man may re- 
ceive the things done in his 
body, according to that which 
he hath done, whether it be 
good or bad. (2 Cor. 5:10). 


Contrary to our too often fix- 
ed and errorneous ideas the 
judgment is many times more 
often the distribution of reward 
than for the purpose of adminis- 
tering punishments. A lovely 
thought to: remember. Indeed 
it is. 

Each of these have their prop- 
er portions distributed during 
our life time, to perfect their 
certain purposes, but it is not 
permitted that we _ shall ever 
know in this life the good that 
we have accomplished or the 
bad that we have propogated, 
as the major portion of that 
shall be carefully reserved as a 
surprise to greet us in the last 
reward.

. The other requisite is that of 
RECORDING. Do not become 
deluded with the idea that you 
are going to get by or get away 
with any thing. Be sure your 
sin will find you out (Numbers 
32:23). Matt. 10:26 reads that 
there is nothing covered, that 
shall not be revealed; and hid 
that shall not be known. Our 
heavenly -Father aitends the 
funeral of the sparrow, and even 
numbers the hairs of our head. 
Records are invariably made 
and produced at the proper time 
and the right form as evidence. 
I presume that we may condemn 
ourselves, as we shall cry for 
rocks and mountains to fall on 
us and hide us from Him that 
sits on the throne. If we do not 
know God, if we haven’t puri- 
fied ourselves even as Christ is 
pure, if we do not love Him, if 
we are not like Himi we shall not 
see Him as He IS. Do you get 
the thought? We shall not see 
Him as He is, but we shall see 
Him as a Judge, He will not ap- 
pear HIMSELF to us, not»by 
reason of appearing to us in a 
changed attitude or condition 
but the limitation or the § DI- 
VERTED vision is by reason of 
our own condition.
